Andeſpeciallythere aroſeat one 
inſtant many & ſundry conſiderationsin his mind,which 
told him that the manner otſending his army to a newe 
reſting place might bealtered diuers waies,& ſoamiddeſt 
ſo many doubtes heremaynedinamammering what to 
doo.. Onthe one fide hee was of opinion, that it muſt 
necdes beneceſlary to paſſe againe into Sirvan, andto re- 


couer thoſe Citties that were firſt conquered by Mutaffa, 


andafter ſubdued againe by the Perlians. For by that 
- meanes it would cometo paſle, that the countrey of Sir- 

wan ſhould remaine quietly vnder the \gouernement of 
 Amwath, and fo the great trauells, the troubleſome voya- 


ges, the harde conqueſtes, the bloud already ſpilled, the 


dangerous perrilles, &the loſſes of rhe next yeare ſhould

It hath Perſzz vppon the Southſide, which 
leauing the Caſpian mountains on the Weſt, reacheth out 
to Great <Heaia: and therefore the Citty is ſubie&ro 
windes, cold,]and full of ſnow, but ofa very holeſfome 
ayre: It aboundeth in all manner ofthinges neceffary for 
mans life. It is enriched, alwell by the perpetuall con- 
courſe of merchandiſcs, that are brought thether from the 
countyes of the Leuant, to be conueighed into Soria and 
into the countries of Europe;as alſo ofthoſe that come thi- _ 
ther out ofthe Weiterne partes, to be diſtributed ouer all 
the Eaſt.

much feared by the truſty guard ofthe 1an1Jzarzes, & all 
of them doubting greatly leaſt the Perſians would forci-

ed behind were moreſhrewdly afflicted then the Perſians 
were, who by flying away could not feele any dammage, 
but the Turkes muſt firſt bee well payed tor their labour. 
The Grectans, the Conſtantinopolitanes, and thoſe that 
TheF 111.

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were of Natolia, purſued theſe fugitiues, making a ſhewe 
as though they would gadly haue ouertaken Ke ſtollen 
 carriages,and recouecred them againe: bur they being 
_ already arriued in latety, and the night come vpon them, 
they feared to proceede any further, then they might ea- 
fily returne with the {afegarde of their liues. And there- 
fore the Perſians, thoughgreatly wearied and weakened, 
thus ſaucd themſclues,and the Turks alſo retourned into 
their Tentes, wholly diſmaicd and diſcomfited, leauing 
too maniteſt a token of the ſondrie calamities which hap- 
ned in theſe broiles, and the maruellous ouerthrowe of 
| their whole armie. Sothatthereis no man but confell- 
eth, that in the battell of SancaFanthere were (laine twen- 200e0.Turks 
tie thouſand of the Ottoman ſouldietrs, and that in this cn- flainein fighe 
terpriſe of T auris,there died by thistime threeſcore thou- **ne9n®®: 
ſande. Turkes with that ſmall loſle of the Perfian forces, 
which we haue betore deſcribed. 
Among the reſt, inthe ſame place died alſo the Viſter 
Oſman, Generall of the late dreadfull, but now deſolate 
Armie, not by wouuds, (as ſome write ) nor by any ſuch Oſmanthe 
like means, but being vtterly conſumed by the morrtall & generall dieth 
vncurable diſeaſe ofan Ague anda Flix,(as wee haue told t Saacazan,

Oſman had are gras, of his precious ſtones,of his iewels, 
and of is gold, and nowhauing gathered together, the 
beſt, the cheefeſt, and the faireſt of them, and alſo the 
goodlicſt and the faireſt horſesthat the Viſiter had, were 
fiedtothe King of Perſia,and reucaled vnto him the death 
of the Generall. The comming of theſe youngmen was 
moſt acceptable both to theking & allo to the prince, aſ- 
well for the iewels & gold,asalſofor the advertiſement of 
Oſman death : who reaſoned ann themſelues, that it 
was not poſſible for ſo great cowardile, and ſo diſhono- 
rable a kind of fightingand ordering of an Arrmy to pro- 
ceede from the vertue and valour of 0ſmay, tf whome 
they had had too manifeſt a triall and experience in times

paſt : and therefore they were —_ encouraged to put 


in practiſe ſome new and ſtrange kindes of exploytes,and 
by attempting the vtter ouerthrow of the Turkiſh rem- 
nant, to giue them an honorable Farewell.

importance inthis Hiſtorie,tventrreat of thetrne finding 
out andacknowledgment: ofa Cittie , for the conqueſt 
whereof, almoſt allthcfe troubles of warres were princi- 
pally raiſcd: to the endthat all chings might the more plain- 
lie appeare , Irclolued to publith theſe my reaſons, and 
particulatly to ſendtheEroyour VV. not only becauſe you 
firlt encouraged me with liuely argumentsto approuc this 
particularity,being of it ſelf a very tmiportant matter, yea & 

the more importirt in regard ofthe authority of ſuch men | 
as are ofthe contrarie opinion:butalſo becauſe you were 
a great heiper vnto me with your owne priuate ſtudy rg

Next hereunto may bee addedthe fituation of Terus, 
which in Prolomeeis placed berweene Euphrates 8 Araxis, 
and yet ſomewhat diſtant from both the ſaide riuers to- 
wardes the South : which doth manifcſtly declare thar 
Terna cannot be Tanris, becauſe Tawrisis not onelyatthis

The like may bee ſaid 
of the Cittie of Charſa, which Prolomee calleth Corſa : of 
Anguri, which in old time was called Ancyra: of Euphras 
tes and CAraxrs, the one being nowicalled Frat, and the 
other Aras : of Ceſarea, which ſtill is called Caiſarie : of 
 Alexanaria,which yet is called Schenderie: of Toppa,which 
is called 1affa : of Antiochia, which is qalled T achie : & of 
many others, among whom Teruamay alſo be nombred, 
whichafterwarde with a ſmall alteration of the worde 
cameto be called T arus, Ternts, 'and T aur.

name: } but becauſe it is longe and ſtraite, it came 
to be called Derbent, and becauſe it hath Iron Gates De- 
mir Capi, Likewiſe for Casbis, or as the Perfians terme it 
Caſuin, (letitbeewhich ofthe auncient Cirties you will 
haue it to be) it isnotoriouſly knowen, thatit was ſo cal- 
led becauſe it was at the firſt a place, whereintoo they 
were wont to baniſh or confine ſuch perſons, as for their 


offences and miſdemeanours had deſerued that chaſtiſe.*

: was called by thePerſians Caſuin & Casbin, which in the 
Perſian language ſignifieth Chaftiſement.
